| i trop the Game of Pheaſants, Partridges, Hearne, Mallard, a ſuch like, And alſo diuers 
other good Lawes and Statutes, pꝛouided fo? the pꝛeuenting of the ſaid offences, and therefoꝛe doe pꝛohibite vpon great 
paines and penalties aſwel the hauing oꝛ keeping. as the vſing ofany Deere hayes, Buckſtalles, Dogs, Gunnes, Croſte- 
bowes, Nettes and other Engines, as by the ſame Lawes and Statutes appearcth : And pet his Maieſtic vnderſtan⸗ 
deth withall, that the ſame good Lawes and Statutes haue had. ſpecially of late time, little oꝛ no cffect,inreſpect there 
hath not bene any due execution (the life of all Lawes ofthe ſame, by ſuch to whom the care and charge thercokapper⸗ 
teined : by meancs whercof, ſuch boldneſſe and diſobedience hath growen, ſpecially in the vulgar ſo2t, as tha: of late 
peeres, the ſcucrall Games abouc mentioned, haue bene moꝛe exceſſiuely and outragioully ſpotled 4 deitroped, then hach 
bene attempted 8 pꝛactiſed in koꝛmer ages. His Maieſtie intending a due and ſpeedy rekoꝛmation of tüc ſaid abriſes and 
offences, And that the ſaid good Lawes and Statutes be hereafter put in due erecution. And yet of bis Punccly Cic- 
mencie and Benignitie, now in the beginning of his moſt happy and pꝛoſperous KReigne towards all his louing Sub⸗ 
iects, is graciouſly pleaſed, and doeth by theſe pꝛelents vouchſafe to publiſh to all his Subiects his intention and deter⸗ 
mination therein, to the end that none of them, which his Maieſtie defireth) might hereafter incurre the ſeueritie and 
puniſhment of the ſard Lawes and Statutes: but litic good and naturall Subiects foꝛ their owne ſaletie and good. obey 
and obſerue the ſame. And therefoze doeth ſtraightly charge and command all and cyerpperſon and perſons, of what 
eſtate and degree ſoeuer, not to Hunt, Kill, Take,o2 deſtroy, by any of the wayes oz meancs aboucſayd, oꝛ by any othcr 
bnlawfull mcane.deuice,o2 inuention whatſocucr, any of the Games aboucſaid,contrary to any ofthe afo:cſfatd Lawes 
oꝛ Statutcs: Noꝛ that they haue, ficepc, oz vſe any of the ſayd Deere hayes, Buckeſtalles, Dogges, Gunnes, Crotle- 
bowes,Nettes,and other things aboue mentioned, oꝛ any of them,contrary to any of the ſaid Lawes oꝛ Statutes. And 
that if any perſon oꝛ perſons, ſhall, after this Pꝛoclamation made and publiſhed, oftendin any ofthe pꝛemiſeg, againſt any 
ofthe ſaid Lawes and Statutes, that then he ſhall not onely vndergo and ſufler the ſeuere ſentence and puniſhmentof 
the ſame, aſwell fo: ſuch offences hereafter to be attempted oꝛ done, as fo2 the like offences koꝛmerly committed, but alio 
ſuch paines and penalties as may be inflicted vpon ſuch as wilfully contemne and diſobey his Commandement Koxal, 
And his Maieſtie doeth further charge and command al Juſtices, Officers and Miniſters whatſocuer, to whom in 
theſe caſes it doth appertaine, that they fromhencefo2th diligently and carefully looke to the due executing, aſwel of the 
ſaid Lawcs and Statutes and cuery of them, as of his Maieſties ple. ſure and Royal Commandement, ſignified and 
declared by theſe pzeſents, And that without reſpect of any perſon oꝛ perſons of what eſtate oz degree ſocucr,as ther wil 


anſwere the contrary at their vttermoſt perill, |
